However,  if  during  the  three  year  period  you  have  owned  your  home,  the  median 
income  has  increased  by  only  15%,  the  return  on  your  investment  would  be  limited 
to  15%,  the  amount  computed  by  method  #h  as  it  is  the  lesser  of  the  tv/o  rates. 

The  Agency  would,  therefore,  have  the  option  of  purchasing  your  home  by  paying 
you  the  amount  of  your  investment,  $81,512,  plus  a  15%  return  on  your  investment,

There  would  be  some  reduction  to  the  amount  paid  for  your  home  if  it  is  in  need 
of  repairs  before  it  can  be  sold.

principal  on  the  agency  loan  will  then  be  applied  against  the  agency's  share  of 
the  appreciation,  also  known  as  contingent  interest.  the  annual  four  (4%)  percent 
increases  will  also  continue  until  the  contingent  interest  is  also  paid  off. 

if  you  sell  your  home  more  than  seven  years  after  you  purchased  it,  the  agency's 
share  of  the  appreciation  will  be  computed  and  will  be  due  on  sale. 

The  Agency's  share  of  the  appreciation  will  be  based  on  the  percentage  increase 
in  the  appraised  value  of  the  home  applied  against  the  average  agency  loan 
balance.  The  average  Agency  loan  balance  will  be  computed  giving  more  weight  to 
payments  made  earliest  in  the  period  of  ownership  and  less  weight  to  payments 

MADE  IN  THE  LATER  MONTHS  OF  OWNERSHIP.    In  OTHER  WORDS,  THE  MORE  YOU  PAY  OFF  ON 

the  Agency  loan  in  the  earlier  months  of  ownership  the  greater  your  share  of 
the  appreciation.

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OWNER  OCCUPANCY  REQUIREMENTS 


Owner  occupancy  is  required. 

Any  applicant  who  currently  owns  a  home  will  be  disqualified, 

Eligibility  for  a  specific  unit  size  will  be  based  on  the  number 
OF  PEOPLE  to  occupy  the  unit. 

All  units  larger  than  one  bedroom  must  be  occupied  by  families.*' 

The  affordable  condominium  program  defines  a  family  as  two  or 
more  persons  related  by  blood,  marriage  or  operation  of  law.

The  numbers  on  this  sheet  refer  to  the  items  to  be  completed  on  your  application. 
This  sheet  is  numbered  the  same  as  the  application  form.    Please  read  carefully. 
All  questions  must  be  answered.    Your  replies  will  be  treated  confidentially. 
If  you  have  any  questions  concerning  one  of  the  items,  our  telephone  number  is 
771-8800,  Extension  284. 


1.  (a)    Fill  in  your  complete  name  (head  of  household), 
(b)    Fill  in  your  spouse's  complete  name. 

2.  State  your  current  address,  zip  code,  length  of  time  you  have  lived 
there,  your  telephone  numbers  for  residence  and  employment,  how  much 
your  monthly  payment  is  for  rent,  how  much  you  pay  for  utilities 
(PG&E  and  water).    Answer  yes  or  no  to  the  question  whether  you  lease 
or  own  your  own  home.    If  you  have  a  lease,  state  how  long  a  period 
the  lease  is  for.    Give  the  landlord's  or  owner's  name,  address  and 
telephone  number. 

3.  State  your  previous  landlord  or  owner's  name,  address  and  telephone 
number. 

4.  VERY  IMPORTANT  that  you  list  each  person  who  will  live  with  you  in 
the  condominium,  their  relationship  to  you,  date  of  birth,  and 
Social  Security  Number  (for  adult  members). 

This  item  is  very  important  as  it  shows  how  many  bedrooms  you  will 
qualify  for.    If  this  information  is  not  accurate,  it  could  cause 
you  to  hurt  your  chances  in  processing.    If  you  are  requesting  a 
larger  unit  than  occupancy  standards  permit,  you  must  provide  a 
reason  for  the  extra  bedroom,  i.e.  medical  statement  from  physician, 
verified  pregnancy,  etc. 

5.  (1)    State  head  of  household's  employer's  name,  address,  telephone 

number,  position  held,  supervisor's  name,  annual  gross  income, 
and  length  of  employment.    Your  annual  gross  salary  (income) 
is  the  amount  you  earn  BEFORE  your  employer  takes  out  taxes, 
and/or  any  deductions. 

(2)  State  spouse's  employer's  name,  address,  telephone  number, 
position  held,  supervisor's  name,  annual  gross  income,  and 
length  of  employment. 

(3)  State  any  other  adult's  (over  18)  employer's  name,  address 
telephone  number,  position  held,  supervisor's  name,  annual 
gross  income,  and  length  of  employment. 
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6.  For  each  of  the  family  members  you  listed  in  question  number  4,  state  the 
annual  income  they  are  receiving  using  the  same  order  and  number.  Other 
income  will  include  interest  income  from  savings,  child  support,  school 
grants,  alimony,  etc.    (Example:    Family  member  number  4  does  not  work, 
therefore,  leave  it  blank;  if  family  member  number  5  works,  list  it  on 
line  5  under  salary).    This  information  is  very  important,  as  it  will 
determine  your  eligibility  for  the  condominium  program. 

List  your  annual  gross  incomes  for  the  past  three  years. 

7.  Very  important  that  you  state  all  net  family  assets.    Assets  should  reflect 
adequate  funds  to  pay  your  downpayment.    Please  list  treasury  certificates, 
stocks,  bonds,  deposits  in  savings,  checking  accounts,  or  credit  union, 
gifts,  etc. 

Please  list  the  name,  address  and  account  number  for  your  savings  and 
checking  account. 

8.  List  all  firms,  banks,  department  stores,  etc.,  you  have  or  have  had  credit 
with,  your  account  number,  the  highest  balance  you  have  had  with  them,  your 
current  balance,  and  your  current  monthly  payment. 

9.  If  you  have  ever  filed  for  bankruptcy,  state  yes;  and  state  which  year  your 
bankruptcy  was  discharged. 

10.  State  the  make  and  year  of  your  car(s)  if  any. 

11.  State  the  license  plate  number(s)  of  your  car(s). 

12.  State  your  driver's  license  number  and  your  spouse's  driver's  license  number. 

13.  State  if  you  have  been  or  expect  to  be  displaced  by  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency.    If  yes,  please  state  the  address  from  which  you  were 
displaced.    If  yes,  you  may  be  entitled  to  a  priority. 
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We  realize  this  is  a  complicated  program  and  that  you  will  have  a  number  of 
questions,  We  are,  therefore,  leaving  you  some  room  in  this  brochure  to  keep  your 
notes.  People  will  be  available  at  the  orientation  sessions  to  explain  the  program 
thoroughly  and  to  respond  to  all  questions.
